Faubus, State

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Gov. Or- 


val E. Faubus told the State Po- 
lice Commission today that he felt 
the main problem of the State Po- 
lice Department was a breakdown 
in the chain of command. 


Faubus said his investigation 


had " not revealed 
any 
major 


"scandal" in the department but 
he had found and cleared up some 
minor matters. 


Faubus met with the commis- 


sion as it convened to discuss fi- 
nancial problems of the agency. 
State Police operations were cur- 
tailed last month because of a 
shortage of funds. 


The minor problems Faubus de- 


scribed were use of State Police 
cars by some persons in his ad- 
ministration and misuse of con- 
vict labor which is normally as- 
signed lo State Police headquar- 
ters. 


Both these practices have been 


stopped, the governor 
said, by 


agreement between himself and 
Col. Herman Lindsey, State Po- 
lice director. 


Faubus said his investigation 


was touched off by a lot of wild 
rumors and he told Lindsey "If 
half the things that are going 
around are true, you and I would 
both be in serious trouble."

Faubus did not explain in de- 


tail his "chain of command" re- 
mark, but he said: 


"There is no excuse for a troop-

The 
same goes for a sergeant defying 
a lieutenant or a lieutenant defy- 
ing a major."

the commission meeting, Faubus

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy said today a $5 billion 
cut in his budget would cost a 
million jobs and offset all the 
benefits from a proposed tax cut. 


In an address prepared for a 


meeting of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, the Presi 
dent said he wasn't saying that 
federal spending is desirable just 
for the sake of spending, or that 
economy efforts should stop. 


But, 
in words aimed obviously 


at Republican critics who have 
been calling for reductions of up 
to $15 billion in his $100 billion 
budget, Kennedy said: 


"But I am saying that careful- 


ly screened and selected federal 
expenditure programs can play a 
useful role, both singly and in ( 


combination; that to cut $5 billion 
to $10 billion from the proposed 
budget would harm both the na- 
tion and the typical neighborhood 
in it; and that the right way to 
a balanced budget is to seek first 
a balanced economy. The tax cuts 
I have proposed, and the level of 
expenditures I have 
proposed, 


have been carefully fitted togeth- 
er with that chief objective in 
mind." 


For the most part, the speech 


dealt with economics at home. 
Kennedy drew a picture of a typi- 
cal 
American 
community 
he 


called 
"Random 
Village," and 


told at length how it is affected 
by activities of the federal gov- 
ernment. 


But the President also referred 


at the outset to the Cuban inva- 
sion fiasco of two years ago and 
the handling of the Cuban crisis 
of last October, and he said that 
"there is today more widespread 
assurance that both peace and 
freedom can prevail." 


He added that, while vigilance 


cannot be,.relaxed, there is 
tndency among many nwspaper 
readers and writers to devote 
mor attention to the domestic 
scene. So he, too, concentratd on 
that.

said. He said that to cut a dollar 
of expenditures for every dollar 
cut in taxes would remove with 
cue hand the stimulus given with 
the other. 


"Let us understand, then." the 


President said, "that every dollar 
cut in federal expenditures cuts 
even more from our gross nation- 
al product. A cut of $5 billion 
now from the proposed federal 
budget, as many have suggested, 
would cause one million fewer 
jobs by the end of the fiscal year. 
It would offset all the benefits 
which the tax cut would have 
brought by then. 


"And if that lower level of ex- 


penditures were maintained there- 
after, it would eventually cause, 
not only a recession, but an even 
greater budgetary loss in revenue 
than

U.S. Perks 
Up Watch 
Over Cuba 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. pa- 


trol planes and ships have inten- 
sified their watchfulness over Ca- 
ribbean waters between Cuba and 
Central and South America, it was 
learned today. 


These patrols, including some 


aircraft operating out of the Pana- 
ma Canal Zone, keep tabs on all 
cargo and passenger type ships 
outbound from Cuba. 


Of particular interests are 18 


Soviet built trawlers believed op- 
erated by the Cubans. The Navy 
makes it its business to know 
where these are at all times. 


When it is determined a ship 


may be heading for Latin Ameri- 
ca, the government concerned is 
notified. Thus, that;:: government 
would be in position to send its 
own naval forces to halt any ves- 
sel suspected of carrying arms or 
men—or to ask for U.S. aid. 


The Navy is especially alert for 


any concentrations of shipping in

harbors,

armed expedition might be gath- 
ering 


Authorities feel it would be vir- 


tually impossible for any kind of 
a serious military threat to be 
mounted from Cuba without being 
spotted in plenty of time to be in- 
tercepted 


The major problem lies in halt- 


ing any Cuban subversives who 
might be trickled into Latin Amer- 
ica aboard small craft. 


There are literally thousands of 


fishing boats roaming the Carib- 
bean and it is beyond Navy re- 
sources to check on all or even 
the bulk of them, sources said. 


There is mounting evidence that 


the fleet and U.S. air elements 
arrayed in the Caribbean area 
would take forceful action if Fidel 
Castro's Soviet-equipped forces,
